Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  pleasure  to  present  an  annual  report  on  the  health 
of  the  people  in  Adwick-le— Street.  This  is  my  fifth  report  and  probably 
the  third  last  for  along  with  the  reorganisation  of  local  government  in 
1974  there  will  take  place  the  reorganisation  of  the  National  Health 
Service  with  the  disappearance  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his 
possible  emergence  as  a ’’Community  Physician”. 

1971  was  an  exciting  year  with  the  publication  of  the  White  Paper 
on  the  Reorganisat ion  of  Local  Government  and  the  Consultative  Document 
on  the  possible  future  shape  of  the  new  National  Health  Service  with  the 
emphasis  on  an  efficient  management  structure.  The  proposals  forecast 
in  these  documents  to  take  place  on  1st  April  1974  will  have  dramatic 
changes  and  offer  a challenge  to  those  working  in  the  field  of  local 
government  and  health  in  this  country.  A great  deal  of  preparation 
needs  to  be  done  to  ensure  that  the  changeover  to  the  structures  do  not 
result  in  total  chaos  and  already  the  participation  in  working  parties 
is  making  heavy  demands  on  officers  carrying  responsibilities  which 
appear  to  become  more  onerous  each  year. 

In  the  field  of  environmental  health  the  problem  of  pollution 
was  again  to  the  fore  and  as  standards  rise  there  will  surely  be  an 
increasing  demand  from  the  public  for  a cleaner  and  healthier 
environment. 

In  April  1971  we  saw  the  formation  of  the  new  Social  Services 
Department  which  combined  the  Welfare  and  Children’s  Department  and 
parts  of  the  Health  Department.  The  difficulties  of  forming  this 

arge  new  department  have  been  many  and  the  shortage  of  trained  social 
workers  has  added  to  the  burden. 
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The  year  was  exciting  in  other  fields  for  in  February  we  were  able  to 
watch  live  colour  T.V.  pictures  from  the  moon  as  astronauts  in  Apollo  14 
gathered  rock  samples  and  carried  out  other  experiments.  The  fact  that 
we  were  at  that  time  unable  to  make  long  distance  telephone  calls  to 
some  parts  of  the  country  because  of  a strike  of  postal  and  telephone 
workers,  made  the  situation  seem  unreal,. 

There  was  little  change  in  the  vital  statistics  of  the  district 
from  the  previous  year  but  modifications  to  the  services  take  place  each 
year  in  the  hope  of  providing  a better  service  to  the  people  and  an 
improvement  in  the  statistics. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  and  Luncheon  Club  service  expanded  during 
the  year  due  largely  to  the  enthusiasm  of  members  of  the  Council  to 
see  this  worthwhile  service  provided  to  all  elderly  and  handicapped 
persons  in  the  district  who  would  benefit  from  such  a service. 

Following  my  report  Mr.  Holdsworth,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
has  shown  in  his  section  the  increasing  variety  and  complexity  of  the 
work  carried  out  by  a Public  Health  Department. 

I would  like  to  thank  Fir.  Holdsworth,  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department,  Mr.  Vallance  and  the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Health 
Department  for  their  loyalty  and  hard  work  during  the  year. 

Finally  I would  like  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Council  who  have  shown  such  interest  in  my  work  and  made  it  a 
pleasure  to  serve  you  as  Medical  Officer.

There  was  a slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  births  in  the  district  during 
the  year  but  when  calculated  with  the  population  figures  it  resulted  in  a 
higher  birth  rate  than  the  previous  year.  The  figure  still  remains  slightly 
higher  than  the  national  figure.  There  was  also  a rise  in  the  illegitimate 
births  to  a higher  percentage  than  that  for  England  and  Wales. 


The  infant  mortality  rate  shows  a very  slight  increase  but  the  figures  are 
small  and  not  significant  and  because  of  this  no  particular  cause  of  death 
is  outstanding. 

The  perinatal  mortality  rate  though  now  lower  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  is  still  quite  high.  The  two  main  causes  of  this  to  emerge  from 
a pilot  survey  are  congenital  abnormalities  and  prematurity  and  the 
Maternity  Liaison  Committee  in  the  Doncaster  Area  will  be  discussing  ways 
of  improving  this. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  pregnancy  or  abortion  during  the  year.

There  was  a marked  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  during 
1971  from  the  1970  total  of  l8l  to  246.  The  main  causes  of  death  remain 
the  same  in  that  coronary  artery  disease  was  the  main  cause  of  death, 
followed  closely  by  all  the  cancers  and  thirdly  by  disease  of  the  cerebral 
arteries.  It  is  disappointing  yet  again  to  note  the  high  incidence  of 
cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  which  is  a similar  pattern  to  the  previous 
years.  Once  again  I wculdlike  to  draw  attention  to  the  much  higher  death 
rate  from  the  aforementioned  disease  among  smokers  than  non-smokers. 

It  is  disappointing  also  to  notice  that  there  were  three  deaths  from 
cancer  of  the  womb  where  one  would  hope  to  see  a reduction  in  deaths 
from  this  cause  now  that  a programme  of  cervical  cytology  is  well 
established.

The  number  of  home  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitor  have  also 
increased,  particularly  to  pre-school  children  and  visits  to  the 
elderly  again  show  a slow  but  steady  rise.  As  the  elderly 
increase  in  the  community  I anticipate  that  there  will  be  a need 
for  more  visiting  to  this  group  of  people  and  certainly  a need 
to  provide  more  special  housing  for  the  elderly  as  well  as  more 
facilities  for  care  in  the  home.

Again  I would  like  to  stress  the  importance  of  good  ante-natal  care  and 
, e value  of  relaxation  classes.  Ante-natal  care  is  important  in  order 
hat  early  deviations  from  the  normal  course  of  pregnancy  can  be  detected 
and  dealt  with  and  that  a constant  check  can  be  kept  on  other  problems 
such  as  nutrition  and  minor  infections.  Relaxation  classes  are  important 
particularly  for  women  having  their  first  pregnancy  who  can  learn  a great 
deal  about  the  physiology  of  pregnancy  and  the  mechanism  of  labour  so  that 
they  can  enter  the  period  of  labour  fully  aware  of  what  is  happening.

Though  there  was  a elicit  decrease  in  the  number  of  births  in  the 
district  the  proportion  of  babies  delivered  at  home  decreased 
even  further  and  this  is  a common  pattern  throughout  the  division 
where  only  a small  percentage  of  babies  are  now  born  at  home  and 
delivered  by  domiciliary  midwives „ The  opening  of  the  new  Doncaster 
Maternity  Hospital  has  had  a marked  effect  on  the  number  of 
domiciliary  confinements  and  early  discharge  from  hospital  has 
proved  to  be  popular 0 The  trend  now  is  to  have  a baby  in  hospital 
and  be  transferred  home  between  the  second  and  fifth  day  where 
the  remaining  post-natal  care  is  carried  out  by  the  domiciliary 
midwives. 

The  Doncaster  County  Borough  has  amalgamated  its  midwifery  service 
with  the  hospital  but  there  is  still  no  plans  to  do  this  with  the 
West  Riding  service  at  the  moment  and  certainly  should  such  an 
amalgamation  take  place  the  domiciliary  midwifery  service  will  have  to 
be  re-organised.  At  present  midwives  are  not  attached  to  general 
practitioners  but  still  have  areas  in  which  they  may  serve  two  or 
three  groups  of  doctors. 

3.  HOME  NURSING 

The  attachment  of  district  nurses  has  certainly  had  the  desired  effect 
of  making  for  a much  closer  working  relationship  with  general  practitioners 
and  consequently  a better  service  for  the  patients.  The  work  load  has 
increased  markedly  over  the  previous  year  and  this  is  particularly 
noticed  in  the  demand  upon  this  service  placed  by  the  age  group  65  years 
and  over.  Here  again  I feel  I should  emphasise  the  problems  which 
are  to  face  us  in  the  years  ahead  as  the  numbers  in  this  age  group 
increase  with  the  higher  morbidity  rate  and  their  need  for  more  care 

at  home.

The  wardens  for  the  elderly  continued  to  play  their  much  appreciated  role 
of  supervising  the  elderly  in  their  own  homes  and  during  the  year  they 
have  indeed  proved  themselves  to  be  good  neighbours  in  every  sense.  An 
unfortunate  piece  of  legislation  permitting  one  T.V.  licence  to  cover 
all  elderly  persons  in  special  housing  with  warden  supervision  has 
caused  much  ill  feeling  for  frequently  the  elderly  people  who  are 
not  in  special  housing  units  are  in  more  need  of  help  and  are  worse 
off  financially. 
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MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICE 


The  year  has  seen  a steady  expan  s ion  of  this  service  which  has  clearly 
demonstrated  a need  for  it  among  the  elderly  in  the  district  and  has 
been  welcomed  enthusiastically  by  them.  Because  of  the  limited  period 
which  can  be  called  "lunch  time"  the  present  equipment  is  really  not 
fully  used  and  the  maximum  number  of  meals  it  can  provide  at  this  time 
is  108.  This  number  is  less  if  a sweet  is  provided  at  luncheon  clubs. 

If  further  expansion  is  to  take  place  then  a second  kitchen  and  van 
will  be  needed  along  with  the  necessary  staff.  An  alternative  which 
has  not  been  greeted  with  enthusiasm  is  the  provision  of  a main  meal 
about  5«00  Pc.m.  possibly  prior  to  an  evening  social  gathering  in  a 
community  centre. 

Much  of  the  success  of  this  service  is  due  to  the  hard  work  and 
enthusiasm  of  the  two  ladies  who  "end— cook"  and  deliver  the  meals 
and  the  voluntary  help  given  at  the  luncheon  clubs. 

During  the  year  luncheon  clubs  were  started  at  Carcroft  (II.5.71) 
and  Highf ields  (3«9°7l)  &nd  at  the  end  of  the  year  plans  were  being 
made  to  start  another  in  the  area  of  Woodlands  East.

The  shortage  of  medical  staff  which  plagued  this  service  in  1970  again 
proved  to  he  a problem  in  1971  but  I hope  to  see  some  improvement  during 
1972.  The  possibility  of  recruiting  full  time  departmental  medical 
officers  is  remote  for  the  pay  structure  of  this  branch  of  the  medical 
profession  is  comparatively  poor  and  the  future  of  the  service  is 
uncertain. 

I firmly  believe  that  a strong  progressive  child  health  and  school 
health  service  is  an  asset  which  cannot  be  discarded  and  is  one  which 
will  be  strengthened  on  reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service 
proposed  to  take  place  in  1974® 

There  was  no  change  in  the  school  medical  examination  programme  in 
that  all  school  entrants  are  medically  examined  with  a selective  exam- 
ination at  age  nine  and  an  interview  and  selective  examination  in  the 
last  year  of  school  life.

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Child  Guidance 


This  service  has  continued  to  labour  on  with  a shortage  of  staff  to 
the  detriment  of  the  quantity  and  quality  of  service  given.  This 
inevitably  leads  to  dissatisfaction  among  the  staff  and  the  recipients 
of  the  service,  particularly  when  the  clinic  is  accommodated  in 
premises  which  are  inadequate  in  space  and  geographically  unsuitably 
placed  for  the  division  as  a whole. 

7.  SPECIALIST  CLINICS 

Specialist  clinics  are  held  for  all  children  suffering  from  orthopaedic 
defects,  defects  of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  and  defective  vision. 

Appended  is  a list  of  such  clinics  held  during  the  year  for  the  whole 
division. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  Mr.  Maitland  Smith  the  Orthopaedic  surgeon 
retired  and  these  clinics  were  terminated.  All  children  with  orth- 
opaedic defects  are  now  referred  to  the  normal  out  patient  clinics 
at  Doncater  Royal  Infirmary,  similar  to  children  referred  to  a 
paediatrician.  Some  handicapped  children  were  referred  to  the 
special  comprehensive  assessment  unit  for  handicapped  children  in 
Sheffield.

8.  MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

This  service  which  provided  care  for  the  Mentally  ill  and  handicapped 
was  transferred  on  1st  April  to  the  new  Social  Services  Department  much 
to  the  sadness  of  the  medical  officers  and  lay  administrators  who  had 
in  the  past  been  so  involved  in  this  topic  and  who  had  seen  the  service 
build  up  slowly  throughout  the  years. 

The  need  for  more  work  in  the  field  of  prevention  of  mental  ill  health 
is  of  paramount  importance  though  the  greatest  needs  in  this  area  are 
for  a special-care  unit  for  the  severely  mentally  and  physically 
handicapped  and  a hostel  for  the  subnormal  who  do  not  require  hospital 
care. 

The  administration  of  the  junior  training  centre  passed  to  the 
Education  Department  and  it  has  been  pleasing  to  watch  the  increase 
in  staff  and  teaching  aids  which  this  department  has  brought  in  to 
these  new  schools.  I am  sure  that  the  fresh  approach  to  educating 
the  subnormal  child  will  show  results  in  the  years  ahead  as  teaching 
techniques  develop.

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  clinics  held  for  this 
purpose  during  the  year  and  more  women  attended  for  this  harmless 
test.  The  attempt  to  bring  down  the  re-examination  period  from 
five  to  three  years  was  partially  helped  by  all  cervical  cytology 
data  for  the  country  being  placed  on  a central  computer  and  women 
who  have  had  this  examination  will  be  routinely  sent  appointments 
every  three  years.  This  simple  measure  has  solved  the  piblem 
which  arose  by  several  agencies  performing  this  test. 


Only  one  positive  smear  test  was  found  during  the  year  but  four 
patients  were  referred  for  further  examination  because  breast 
examination  which  is  done  at  the  same  appointment  discovered 
tumours.  The  aim  of  this  service  must  be  to  get  all  women  at 
risk  examined  regularly. 
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FAMILY  PLANNING 


There  were  no  family  planning  clinics  held  in  the  district  during 
the  year  but  those  who  did  not  wish  to  consult  their  own  doctor 
on  this  subject  could  attend  the  four  clinics  held  regularly  in 
this  Health  Division  of  the  West  Riding  at  Edlington,  Scawthorpe, 
Sprotborough  and  Carapsall  clinics.  These  sessions  are  held  by  the 
Family  Planning  Association  and  all  consultations  are  free.  Free 
supplies  are  also  available  for  priority  groups.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER 

DISEASE 


There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles 
during  the  year  but  the  Scarlet  Fever  was  of  a mild  form  and  Measles 
notifications  will  certainly  decrease  as  more  children  are  vaccinated 
and  gain  immunity  to  this  distressing  and  at  t imes  damaging  illness. 

A disturbing  feature  during  the  year  was  the  first  outbreak  in  the 
district  of  Infective  Hepatitis  in  the  Skellow  area.  There  is 
unfortunately  no  affective  preventive  measure  against  this  disease 
as  yet  and  unless  strict  measures  are  taken  this  infection  can  persist 
for  some  time  in  a community.  Fortunately  the  illness  was  not  of  a 
serious  nature  and  no  fatalities  were  reported.

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This  Mobile  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Service  is  only  useful  on 
occasions  like  this  when  it  has  been  used  to  screen  a population 
many  of  whom  are  at  a definite  risk;  but  used  generally  as  a 
screening  measure  to  find  Tuberculosis  is  now  considered  to  be 
uneconomic  and  ineffective.  The  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board's  proposals  to  modify  this  service  in  the  light  of  results 
achieved  are  sensible.

Again  the  importance  of  frequent  sampling  has  been  confirmed  by  the 

results  obtained. 


In  this  particular  instance  it  was  believed  that  the  cause  of  the 
five  unsatisfactory  samples  was  due  to  a bout  of  vandalism  which  caused 
damage  to  the  roof  of  the  service  reservoir  supplying  the  Adwick  ward 
and  giving  access  to  birds. 

Measures  were  quickly  taken  by  the  Water  Board  to  remedy  the  defects 
and  subsequent  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory  confirming  that  the 
assumed  reason  for  the  poor  results  was  the  correct  one.

Even  though  the  pool  had  been  cleared  of  debris  and  plant  life,  samples 
taken  showed  as  in  previous  years  heavy  contamination  thus  presenting  a 
constant  potential  health  hazard  and  since  it  tends  to  rapidly  silt  up 
its  resemblance  to  a paddling  pool  is  sometimes  obscure  and  perhaps  it i 
now  worth  considering  whether  or  not  its  retention  is  serving  any  useful 

purpose.

(a)  Current  Progress 

Official  representation  of  the  Adwick-le-Street , Adwick  Lane,  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order  was  made  to  the  Council  in  July.  The  Order  referred  to 
No’s.  20  - 37  Adwick  Lane,  no  objections  were  made  and  the  Ministers 
decision  was  awaited. 


In  view  of  the  Councils  decision  to  pursue  the  mammoth  task  of  re-

In  spite  of  the  obvious  "fringe  benefits"  of  the  Improvement  Grant, 
twenty— one  applications  in  respect  of  127  dwellings  were  received, 
and  of  these,  fifteen  involving  67  dwellings  had  been  approved  by 
the  year  end. 

Improvements  to  provide  the  basic  amenities  were  completed  at  48  dwelling 
and  similar  works  were  proceeding  satisfactorily  at  174  other  dwellings." 

Improvement  Grants 

The  Urban  District  was  one  of  the  local  authorities  to  which  the 
Housing  Act  1971  applied. 

The  increase  in  grant  from  50$  to  75$  of  the  approved  costs  of  works 
apparently  supplied  the  necessary  kick  to  set  the  ball  rolling 
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gaining  momentum  quite  rapidly  throughout  the  latter  half  of  the  year 
and  although  only  21  applications  were  actually  received  over  100 
encruiries  were  made  comparing  very  favourably  with  c.ie  4 applications 
of  1970  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  this  interest  will  be  maintained 

until  June  1973-

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Thirty-five  caravans  are  stationed  on  the  one  licensed  residential 
site  in  the  district.  No  effort  has  been  made  by  the  owners  to 
extend  this  number  to  the  maximum  of  forty— four  vans  now  permitted. 

The  problem  of  itinerant  van  dwellers  was  intermittent  as  in  the 
previous  year  and  encampments  occurred  on  open  land  in  Carcroft 
and  Adwick  in  the  early  part  of  the  year*  and  again  during  September 
and  October  following  Doncaster  Race  week. 

Although  an  attempt  was  made  to  hold  a further  meeting  with 
neighbouring  authorities  to  again  consider  possible  sites  in  the 
area  for  these  people  this  unfortunately  never  transpired  but  it 
is  hoped  that  such  a meeting  will  be  held  in  the  not  too  distant 
future  . 

Unless  sites  are  provided  the  control  of  these  itinerants  will 
continue  to  be  a difficult  and  somewhat  embarrassing  problem  to 
all  concerned.

ATMOS FHERIC  POLLUTION 

No  smoke  control  orders  are  in  operation  in  the  district  but 
with  the  pending  re-vitalisation  of  the  Council’s  pre-war  houses 
and  the  improvement  of  dwellings  in  the  private  sector,  which  will 
include  the  installation  of  appliances  capable  of  burning  solid 
smokeless  fuel  or  other  smokeless  fuels  the  time  is  now  becoming 
opportune  when  serious  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
implementation  of  a smoke  control  programme  in  an  endeavour  to 
improve  the  environment  of  the  district  in  addition  to  the  houses.
